The story of the arrest, imprison- 
‘ment and final release of Captain 
Kaiserwetter, the commander of the 
submarine which sunk the hospital 
ship Glenart Castle, discloses a wide 
difference of opinion between British 
government departments as to what 
hts the allied powers have to pun- 
ish the perpetrators of watiton war- 
fare, The government legal depart- 
ment held that England had no right 
to detain Kaiserwetter during the life 
of the armistice, while the admiralty 
officials believed that they had the 
tight to arrest such offenders any 
time and hold them for trial after 
peace wag declared. 

Attar the signing of the armistice 
Kaiserwetter went to Spain, where he 
obtained passports for bis return to 
Germany. He made the mistake, 
however, of landing at Falmouth, 
where he expected to board a vessel 
for she Raltic. Admiralty officers at 
;Fstmouth arrested him and brought 
ihipe secretly to the Tower of London. 
! Every effort was exerted to keep se- 
eret the identity of the prisoner, but 
those interested in Kaiserwetter 
learned of his arrest and promptly 
appealed to the government legal 
department, which found that Eng- 
land was not entitled to arrest him 
until] peace had been declared. The 
;examination was held in the greatest 
secrecy, and there was no announce- 
‘ment of the ruling. 

This decision has negatived much 
of the work the admiralty has done 
in tracing the perpetrators of the 
more barbarous submarine warfare. 

In view of the great amount of sé- 
cret work done on various cases of 
this kind, the Kaiserwetter ruling 
fore as a bombshell to admiralty of- 
ficials,

Photographing the Mcon_ 


Photograph Taken Shows Craters of 
Long Extinct Volcanoes 

The latest and best photograph of 
the moon, taken with the help of the 
big telescope at the Mt. Wilson Ob- 
servatory in California, shows a por- 
tion of the surface of that “bleak, 
Stark satellite’ on a scale of fifty 
miles to an inch, and one must admit 
that Homer, had he seen it, would 
probably have hesitated to describe 
the moon as a “silver-footed queen,” 
One sees the craters of long extinct 
volcanoes, their depths lost in shad- 
ow, and in the middle’ of the photo- 
graph lics the plain, surrounded by 
mountains, that ancient astronomers 
thought might be an ocean, and nam- 
ed the Mare Imbrium, Distance cer- 
tainly lends enchantment to the 
moon; the new telescope on Mt, Wil- 
son looks at the satellite, so to speak, 
with a human eye 250,000 times mul- 
tiplied, and the view, although it adds 
to knowledge, would not be desirable 
outside the observatory, — Christian 
Science Monitor.

Alberta Natural Gas 


Should be Conserved in the Sphere 
Of its Greatest Efficiency 

A serious warning to the Govern- 
ment and people of Alberta regard- 
ing the use of natural gas for power 
development on a large scale is con- 
tained in a report on “Power in Al- 
berta,” which has just been issued 
by James White, M.E.I.C., assistant 
to chairman, deputy head, Commis- 
sioner of Conservation, Mr. White 
refers to the great value of this nat- 
ural asset, pointing out that at a cost 
of 19 cents per thousand it compared 
with $1.00 per thousand in Toronto— 
the lowest figure on the continent for 
coal gas—and at the same time had 
a heating value 75 to 100 per cent. 
greater. However, attention is cal- 
led to these features of the situation: 

Owing to its unique characteristics 
its special adaptability for various 
purposes, and the possibility of its 
rapid exhaustion, natural gas should 
be zealously conserved for use in its 
sphere of greatest efficiency. In my 
judgment, this sphere is not the dev- 
elopment of power on a wholesale 
scale, 

Mr, White deals with the develop- 
ment of water powers. with coal 
steam plants as an auxiliary to solve 
the power problems of the province,

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Expedition for the Malay 
. Archipelago 
In search of apes and a tribe of 
jungle dwarfs, Carveth Wells and 
Marshall Mclvor leave Canada short- 
ly¥or the jungles of the Malay Archi- 
pelago. 

Darwin tells us that we all come 
from apes, and it is a wonderful fact 
that there exists today in the Malay 
jungles a tribe of dwarfs called Sem- 
ang, who in many respects are not 
so far advanced as the orang-outang 
of Borneo that immense ape with 
long red hair, 

The missing link no longer is mis- 
sing. The fossil femains of a crea- 
ture intermediate between the ape 
and man, known as the Piticanthro- 
pes Erectus, has actually been discov- 
ered in the jungles of Malay, 

Whereas intense cold and polar 
bears constitute the chief danger in 
Arctic exploration, death in a thous- 
and different forms lurks in the eter- 
nal gloom of a’ tropical jungle. Tig- 
ers and tarantulas, scorpions and cen- 
tipedes, huge snakes like the 30-foot 
python, and the 12-foot Hamadryad 
or king cobra, the most dreaded rep 
tile in the world, because it is the iy 
one that attacks without provocation ; 
crocodiles, panthers rhinoceros and 
elephants are merely examples of 
what awaits the intruder in a jungle. 

It is not generally known that in 
India alone over 20,000 people are 
killed by snakes annuallyp 800 by 
tigers, 400 by panthers, and more 
than 100,000 head of cattle carried off 
by tigers.

Water Power in 
Prairie Provinces 


Manitoba Leads With More Than 
Three Million Horse- 
Power 


An estimate of the extent of avail- 
able water-power in the three Prairie 
Provinces has been made by officers 
of the Department of the Interior, 
and the result is 4,080,884 horse- 
power. Manitoba leads with more 
than three millions, and the other two 
provinces have a little less than half 
a million each. Of all this power 
only 114,815 horse-power are devel- 
oped, the largest being at Winnipeg, 

In the production of power the Nel- 
son River leads with almost two and 
a half million horse-power, 

Many of these undeveloped water- 
powers are far to the north, for in- 
stance, those of the Nelson River, of 
the Churchill, of the Slave and of the 


_|Athabaska. Promising mineral depos- 


its are known to exist in the North- 
land, and for their development pow- 
er will be required. The “white coal” 
of the waterfalls will produce the el- 


ectricity that mining development 
will call for. . 
Several large and never failing

The introduction of a good, new 
variety of hulless oats by the Ex- 
perimental Farms Branch has not 
perhaps attracted as much attention 
as it should. Free samples of this 
variety are now being distributed by 
the Dominion Cerealist at Ottawa. 
The stock on hand is not large, but 
as long as it lasts samples will be 
gladly sent to farmers in almost any 
district of Canada, as it is believed 
that this oat will be widely useful. 
The full name of the variety is Lib- 
erty, Ottawa, 480. It is derived from 
a cross tnade in 1903 between the 
well-known variety Swedish Select 
and a hulless oat from China. The 
new variety is decidedly superior to 
the old Chinese sort. Threshing out 
free from hull, this type of oat fur- 
nishes a concentrated product of ex- 
tremely high value which has only 
to be ground in order to make most 
excellent feed, especially for young 
pigs and chickens. When carefully 
enough cleaned for use as human 
food, it makes meal of surprisingly 
fine quality. The Liberty oat has 
very good field characters, being ra- 
ther carly in ripening and having 
reasonably stiff straw. The yield (so 
far as kernel is concerned) is equal 
to about seven-cighths of that of Ban- 
ner oats, Farmers who are interest- 
ed in the raising of hogs and chickens 
are strongly advised to give this new 
oat a trial. It has already proven 
extremely satisfactory in some dis- 
tricts, 


Canada Compliments 
Admiral Tyrwhitt 


His Gallant Ship Will Live in the 
Annals of the British Navy 

Canadians have a vivid and admir- 

ing recollection of the dashing ex- 


| ploits of Commander (now Admiral) 


Tyrwhitt during the war. Tyrwhitt 
was in the thick of several engage- 
ments as the commander of destroy- 
er flotillas. His flagship, which earn- 
ed the name of the “Saucy Arethusa,” 
was the focus of German gunfire in 
the battle near Heligoland in August, 
1914, and continued to fight with the 
only gun not disabled until the enemy 
fled. In 1915 the Arethusa torpedoed 
sank ec Ger . ru 


Tyrwhitt’s gallant ship was min 
and destroyed on February 14, 1916, 
with the loss of eleven men. But she 
will live in the annals of the British 


navy, and Canada also has com- 
memorated her and her brilliant 
commander by conferring their 
names on two 9,000-foot peaks on 
either side of a pass in the Rocky 
Mountains in about latitude 50 de- 
grees 36 minutes, Acknowledging 


the tribute, Admiral Tyrwhitt wrote 
to the secretary of the Georgraphic 
Board of Canada, saying: “It is an 
honor I never expected, and shall 
never forget.” Tyrwhitt and Areth- 
usa are names that for all time will 
stand in Canada high indeed!—- From

B.C. Shipbuilding

Fine Record of Dominion 


Canada Has Secured Moral Leader- 
ship of the Continent 

“Canada has secured the moral lea- 
dership of the American continent by 
the part she has taken in world events 
during the past five years,” said Hon. 
N. W. Rowell, president of the privy 
council and chief representative of the 
government at the recent labor con- 
gress at Washington, in speaking to 
the Cag@dian club, Toronto, on the 
effeci mal results of the conference, 

Mr. Rowell urged Canada to let 
her actions in the future be worthy 
of her record in the past. ’ 

In discussing the work of the con- 
gress, Mr, Rowell said that the far- 
reaching importance of the labor 
clauses of the peace treaty, which 
ended the world war, had been lost 
sight of in the light of the inter- 
national clauses. So much thought 
and attention had been centred on the 
league of nations that the character 
and functions of the international 
labor organization had not yet 
been fully appreciated, 

Mr, Rowell emphasized the 
hour day, 44-hour weck convention as| 
of special importance, and dwelt on| 
the prime necessity of co-operation 
between labor and capital, 
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Drury Declines to 
Depend on Patronage 


Aim is to Give Honest and Efficient 
Government to the People 
Of Ontario 


Premier E, C. Drury, addressing 
the Canadian Club at Toronto recent- 
ly, was given a very cordial reception; 
about 1,000 club members being pres- 
ent, The premier made it plain that 
he was not going to depend on pat- 
ronage or on servile party allegiance 
to retain power, 

“I do not care whether my govern- 
ment is in power four years or four- 
teen,” the premier said. “I will never 
resort to patronage to retain office, 
nor will I countenance anything that 
might lengthen the life of the govern- 
ment, if it has to be done at the ex- 
pense of the people.” 

The premier said his great aim was 
to give honest, efficient, straightfor- 
ward government, “and if the peeple 
are not satisfied with my policies and 
my administration,” he added, “I hope 
they will dismiss me and I will return 
to my farm at Crown Hill. “Caucus 
government will be a thing of the 
past,” he declared, “because the U.F. 
O. members are not servile, but men 
who will think, for themselves and 
will not be whipped into line. He 
thought the labor men also would be 
independent, which would be a good 
thing for the province.” 

The premier did not see why mem- 
bers of the legislature should be di- 
vided into opposition and  govern- 
ment, 

“We are going to be faced with a 
little difficulty or at least the speaker 
will have some trouble in deciding 
who is to be the leader of His Maj- 
esty’s loyal opposition,” he said, and 
the remark was greeted with laugh- 
ter, 

The premicr announced that one 

the big things which concerned 
him at present was the educational 
policy of the provinces, 

Honest, »rogressive legislation was 
the object of the new government, 
he continued, “but nothing of a rev- 
olutionary nature would be required. 
“We have good laws, but the trouble 
is they have not been enforced in 
the past,” he added. 


The Travelers’ Palm 


Wholesome Water Obtained From 
Trees in Madagascar 

All the carly explorers in Madagas- 
car spoke with enthusiasm of one tree 
in particular which was common and 
of such strange appearance that it 
formed quite a feature of many parts 
of the island.
